ing rooms, to say nothing of the Pross. 
Led by Lord Lansdowne, who probably 
knows as much of such letters as any man 
alive, men of note of all parties approve 
of the course taken in not making the 
contents of the letter public. As a -diplo- 
mat said the other day $ When “the 
contents are drained off and the sediment 
has been reached, it will be seen that it is 
nothing more than a storm in a tea cup.”

4 SIBERIAN MAMMOTH. 


The Academy of Sicence in St, Petersburg 
has despatched a well equipped expodition 
to the valley of Santauriakh, in Northern 
Siberia, to excavate the remains of the 
mommoth which has beon discovered. The 
hend and part of the right foreleg wero 
exposed by the action of water, and bair- 
covered flesh was found adhoring to tho 
bones. Arctic foxea had begun to eat the 
flosh, and water was poured over the ex. 
posed remains to form a protective coating 
of ice. These mammoths are believed to 
have lived about 100,000 years ago, The 
remains of tho first one discovered were in 
such an excellent state of preservation that 
some of the remnants of flesh, after being 
thawed, salted, and cooked, were eaten out 
of curiosity by aome Russian scientists.

Chinese Sffieial life has its peculiari- 
ties. Ihe Chinese system regulating 
the promotion or degradation of officials 
is extmordinary, When an ‘official is 
charged with corruption he is degraded, 
but. when be poys a handéome sum of 
money ho may not only escape from 
degrulation but he may be promoted to 
ahigber rank. Money can do anything, 
it is aid, but it ismever so remarkable 
as thr part it plays in Chincso official 
life. Jt appeara to be 50, throughout 
the entire officialdom uf China, In recent 
years with the inereaae of the public 
presi matters hove become lees serious 
thanin by-gone yeara. Still 4 similar eon- 
dition of affairs reilly prevails, hough 
semiifficially. Indeed it is aluost 
imposible in China t& become a good 
officiel. The manyetudents who havere- 
turned from foreign countries armed 
with modern lewrning and knowledge 
and vho were quiteenlightened, became 
corrupt immediately upon entering into 
officiil life. They cannot be blamed for 
that. There is no chance for them to 
be honest. ‘They have so many more 
influential officinls above them who are 
corrupt and who have to pay for heir 
promotion. . They have tplook to their 
juniors to re-imburss them. Thus we 
seeaitidents who have not the money to 
pay reinain for years ond years in their 
Jower rank.. This sort of thing strikes 
terrer to the minds of goine of themand 
nga consequencd many students who 
rejun with fervens spirit and eantest 
desire to do gool to their country find 
thelr spirit ond desire entirely upset.
